In  the  seventies  and  eighties,  Italian  filmmakers  produced  a 
brief,  bloody  burst  of  cannibal  flicks—movies  with  admirably 
direct  titles  like  Cannibal  Holocaust  and  Eaten  Alive i  to  name 
just  a  stumpy  pair  from  the  short-lived,  mostly  unmemorable 
movement  Horror- movie  encyclopedia  Eli  Roth  remembers  it, 
though,  and  for  his  much-anticipated  return  to  the  director's 
chair  (after  a  seven-year  break  following  Hostel:  Part  //),  he 
heads  to  the  Peruvian  jungle  with  a  bunch  of  college  idealists 
who  want  to  stop  the  destruction  of  the  rain  forest.  When  their 
plane  crashes,  they're  captured  by  a  tribe  of  hungry  natives. 
Roth  does  an  expert  job  with  the  buildup,  and  his  cast— including 
songstress  Sky  Ferreira— certainly  looks  good  enough  to  eat. OE-*

PARTY 

While  many  pulp  writers  lived  and  died  in  obscurity,  their  work  soon 
forgotten,  Lawrence  Block  was  so  good  at  what  he  did  that,  slowly  but 
surely,  he  became  a  New  York  Times  best-selling  author. 


When  asked  how  many  of  his  books  are  in  print,  Lawrence  Block  givesthis 
answer:  “I  have  no  fucking  idea  whatsoever/'  He  also  is  not  sure  how  many 
books  he’s  written  during  his  career,  which  dates  back  to  the  Eisenhower 
administration.  But  it’s  considerably  more  than  100. 

Before  he  wa  s  a  famous  mystery  writer,  Block,  76,  was  a  writer  of  pu  I p  paperback  fiction, 
churning  out  cheap  books  for  now-iong-gone  publishers  as  often  as  once  a  month.  Block 
wrote  anything  that  paid— not  just  crime  and  mysteries,  but  also  sexually  charged  books 
designed  to  titillate  the  pre-internet  crowd.  He  was  the  real  deal,  writing  under  dozens  of 
pseudonyms,  living  the  life,  once  going  almost  two  years  without  a  permanent  address.  At 
anothertime,  he  found  himself  existing  for  a  month  off  what  he  caught  fishing  on  the  Outer 
Banks  of  North  Carolina.  He  labored  fordecades  in  the  obscure  trenches  of  the  writing  world. 

Today,  Block  is  widely  considered  one  of  the  greatest  American  mystery  writers  who 
ever  lived.  He's  won  every  award  that  a  mystery  writer  can,  both  in  the  United  States  and 
internationally.  Charles  Ardai  is  an  award-winning  mystery  author  and  founderand  editor 
of  Hard  Case  Crime  books,  which  has  reprinted  eight  of  Block's  early  books.  Hard  Case  is 
publishing  the  paperback  tie-in  to  the  new  movie  A  Walk  Among  the  Tombstones,  based  on 
Block's  Matthew  Scudder  series.  Ardai  says,  "As  a  writer,  I  marvel  at  what  Block  does  with  the 
same  simple  tools  all  the  rest  of  us  use:  same  26  letters,  same  dictionary  full  of  words.  That's 
like  saying  Mozart  used  the  same  eight  notes  as  everyone  else/' 

That  sentiment  is  shared  by  others.  Otto  Penzler,  an  award-winning  editor  and  publisher 


of  mysteries,  and  owner  of  the  Myste¬ 
rious  Bookshop  in  New  York  City,  says, 
“For  me,  Larry's  reputation  will  rest 
on  the  Scudder  series.  The  books  are 
truly  original,  with  a  seriousness  of 
literary  aspiration  and  execution/’ 
“Larry  is  the  Wolverine  of  crime 
fiction— the  best  at  what  he  does, 
and  his  careergoes  on  and  on  for¬ 
ever, "  sa  ys  acc  la  i  m  e  d  crl  m  e  w  rite  r 
Jason  Starr,  who  cites  Block  as  an 
inspiration. rr  ‘Class'  is  a  word  that's 
th  rown  a  rou  nd  a  lot  and  sometimes 
doesn’t  hold  much  weight,  but  Larry  is 
the  classiest  writer  I've  ever  met/' 

Success  was  a  longtime  coming.  Did 
you  ever  think  this  day  would  come? 

I  always  made  a  living  writing, 


although  some  years  it  was  a  better 
living  than  others.  And  I  don’t  know 
that  I  thought  all  that  much  about 
fame  and  fortune.  I’vealwaysbeen 
ambitious,  and  it’s  hardly  a  secret 
that  my  two  chief  motivators  are  ego 
and  avarice,  but  I  haven't  been  all  that 
unsatisfied  with  where  I've  been  along 
the  way.  Did  I  ever  think  this  day  would 
come?  Jesus,  I  don't  know  that  I  ever 
thought  I  d  be  76  years  old. 

A  lot  of  the  paperbacks  you  wrote 
early  inyour  career  under  pen  names 
have  been  described  as  soft-core 
porn  or  mid-century  erotica,  but  the 
recently  rereleased  Borderline  is 
pretty  explicit.  As  a  writer,  how  did 
you  know  where  the  line  was?  Would 


publishers  tell  you  what  not  to  write? 

Well,  it’s  useful  to  bear  in  mind  that 
I  was  around  forthe  birth  pangs  (if 
pangs  they  were)  of  mid-century 
erotica.  Harry  Shorten  at  Midwood 
[Books]  and  Bill  Hamlingat  Night- 
stand  essentially  invented  the  genre, 
and  they  didn't  know  what  the  hell 
they  were  doing.  They  played  it  by 
ear,  and  so  did  we  who  wrote  it.  My 
first  book  for  Mid  wood,  Carla ,  had  a 
scene  where  the  eponymous  heroine 
goes  to  a  service  station  and  lets  the 
attendant  do  her  in  the  grease  pit.  This 
absolutely  blew  Shorten  away,  so  to 
speak.  He  loved  it. 

I  somehow  knew  what  was  okay 
and  whatwasn’t— and  I  suppose  we 
helped  establish  those  boundaries  by 
the  choices  we  made,  1  know  I  never 
used  most  of  the  words  George  Carlin 
said  we  can't  say  on  TV.  The  first  time 
I  used  the  word  "fuck”  was  in  my  first 
hardcover  novel,  Deadly  Honeymoon, 
published  by  Macmillan  in  1967. 

Were  you  ever  tempted  to  just  pack  It 
in  and  do  some  other  work? 

Yeah,  a  couple  of  times,  but  doing 
what?  My  job  experience  wasthe 
next  thing  to  nil,  and  I  didn't  even 
havea  bachelor's  degree,  It's  been  my 
enduring  good  fortune  never  to  have 
had  anything  to  fall  back  on. 

Your  most  famous  series— the 
lighthearted  books  featuring  Bernie 
“the  Burglar”  Rhodenbarr  and  the 
tioir  stories  featu  ring  alcoholic 
ex-cop  Matthew  Scudder— were 
started  in  the  mid  1970s.  Did  you 
sense  then  that  readers  were 
beginning  to  pay  attention  to 
Lawrence  Block,  or  was  this  just  a 
natural  extension  of  your  career? 

I  suppose  it  was  a  turning  point, 
though  it  didn't  look  like  itatthe 
time.  Dei  i  published  the  first  three 
Scudder  novel  s,  a  nd  they  didn't  sel  I 
many  copies,  and  that  looked  to 
be  theend  of  the  series.  [The  first 
Rhodenbarr  book]  Burglars  Can't  Be 
Choosers  sold  to  Random  House,  but 
nobody,  its  author  included,  had  any 
idea  it  was  going  to  be  a  series.  And, 
you  know,  none  of  the  books  ever 
exploded  commercia I ly.  My  sales  kept 
increasing,  but  in  a  very  gradual  way. 

Starting  with  scudder  No,  5,  Eight 
Million  Ways  to  Die,  that  mystery 
series  became  one  of  the  greatest 
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What  makes  A  Walk  Among  the 
Tombstones  different? 

There  are  some  substantial  plot 
changes  inthe  film,  and  some  of 
them  might  bother  some  fans  of  the 
books.  But  what  isn't  changed  is 
who  Scudder  is  and  how  he  lives  in 
his  world,  because  part  of  [screen¬ 
writer]  Scott  Frank's  genius  as  an 
adapter  consists  of  profound  fidelity 


to  the  essence  of  a  book.  You  can 
see  that  in  Get  Shorty;  that  is  Elmore 
Leonard  s  tone  and  attitude  i  n  the 
dialogue  and  on  the  screen, 

I  hated  8  Million  Ways  to  Die  [a  1936 
movie],  despite  good  work  by  Jeff 
Bridges  and  Andy  Garcia.  And,  while 
casting  Whoopi  Goldberg  as  Bernice 
Rhodenbarr  [in  Burglar,  a  1987  movie] 
waSj  um,  imaginative,  Whoopi  was 
by  no  means  the  worst  thing  in  the 
movie.  I'm  not  saying  she  was  good., 

I  don't  see  how  she  could  have  been, 
but  everything  else  was  worse. 

What  do  you  want  your  legacy  as  a 
writer  to  be? 

Oh,  Jesus,  what  do  I  care?  A  writer 
talking  about  his  legacy  is  like  a  whore 
talking  about  hervirtue. 

First  of  all  J  don't  see  that  I  have 
much  reason  to  give  a  damn  what 
becomes  of  my  books  or  my  reputa¬ 
tion  after  I'm  gone.  I've  yet  to  come 
up  with  a  vision  of  an  afterlife  in  which 
the  soul  cares  aboutthat  sort  of  thing. 
Genre  fiction  is  never  written  with  the 
expectation  of  permanence,  and  yet 
in  the  past  century,  itps  works  of  crime 
and  science  fiction  that  are  most 
likely  to  have  continued  to  be  read. 
Mainstream  best-sellers  have,  by  and 
large,  vanished  without  a  trace,  pretty 
much  irrespective  of  their  merits. 

But  Agatha  Christie  and  Raymond 
Chandler  and  Dashiell  Hammett  and 
Robert  Fleinlein  and  Ray  Bradbury 
and  ...  oh,  I  could  go  on— all  those 
worthies,  who  thought  they  were  just 
writing  forthe  readers  of  theirtime, 
have  never  been  out  of  print.  It  makes 
one  think,  doesn't  it?0*-* 


ever  written,  and  revitalized  noir. 
Was  capturing  the  dangerous  reality 
of  New  York  City  a  conscious  choice? 

My  approach  has  always  been  more 
intuitivethan  intellectual,  so  I  would 
be  hard  put  to  say  what  I  was  trying  to 
do  in  that  book— or  in  any  other. 

A  few  movies  have  been  made 
based  on  your  books  and  flopped.

How  tough  was  it  getting  this  movie  made? 

Very  tough.  Keep  in  mind,  1  wrote  the  script  back  in 
the  late  nineties.  Movies  like  this— adult  thrillers— 
wereeasierto  sell  and  get  made.  Then  something 
happened,  and  these  sorts  of  stories  stopped 
being  told  on  the  big  screen.  Movies  like  this  one 
were,  as  one  producer  so  eloquently  put  it  to  me, 
“answering  a  question  that  noons  is  asking/1  And 
so  we  languished  for  a  good  long  while,  TV  was, 
and  is*  doing  these  kinds  of  stories  better  than 
movies.  This  may  very  well  be  the  issue  with  our 
movie.  Take  away  Liam  Neeson  and  the  movie 
doesn’t  get  made.  It's  only  a  movie  because  Liam 
Neeson  wanted  to  do  it. 

How  was  it  working  with  Lawrence  Block? 

It  was  an  honor.  I’ve  been  lucky  enough  to  fuck  up 
the  works  of  Elmore  Leonard,  James  Lee  Burke, 
and  Charles  Willeford.  And  now  1  can  add  Larry  to 
that  list! 

In  al  1  seriousness,  it  was  great  to  have  him  on  the 
set.  He  got  it.  And  rd  shown  him  several  drafts  of 
the  script  way  back  when,  so  he  wasn't  surp  rised, 

1  don't  think.  No  matter  what  the  public  thinks  of 
our  movie,  and  it  is  our  movie.  I’m  thrilled— and

The  two  gigs  have  pa rallel s:  Over  fou r  albu ms  and  an  EP,  Earle  ha s  tried  on  d ifferent  styles  of 
blues,  country,  and  folk,  like  so  many  well-made  suits,  and  checked  the  fit,  which  was  always 
pretty  si ick,  On  his  fifth  a Ibu m,  Single  Mothers,  he's  going  with  elegant  grays  and  charcoal s: 
There  a  re  unstrained,  plaintive  laments  ("Worried  Bout  the  Weather").,  and  high-lonesome 
regrets,  accented  by  Dobro  ("Today  and  a  Lonely  Night”),  Even  the  mid-tempo  jukebox 
gem,  "My  Baby  Drives.”  is  tinged  with  regret  for  the  bygone  freedoms  of  bachelorhood.  But 
no  matter,  wrap  it  up.  well  take  it— it's  perfectly  tailored  fora  Sunday-morning  listen. 


Here's  a  record  that,  in  its  first  three  minutes, 
references  Kraftwerk  ( with  an  unstoppable, 
twisty  synth  beat),  eighties  prog -rockers 
like  Yes  or  Boston  (chiming  power  chords). 
Sun  Ra  {'  Space  Is  the  Place"),  and  Talking 
Heads  ("where  nothing  ever  happens"),  yet 
doesn't  get  bogged  down  In  any  of  those 
allusions.  On  the  contrary,  "A  Place  Called 
Space."  like  the  rest  of  the  dance-pop  duo's 
sixth  full-length,  sails  gloriously  along  on  its 
own  mission,  led  by  Nancy  Whang,  who,  with 
her  cool,  clear- water  vocals,  was  born  to  sing 
over  music  like  this,  From  the  unabashedly 
old-school-funk  bass  line  on  "Running  Back 
to  You"  to  the  synth- pad  stabs  and  herky- 
jerky  tempo  of  "Charlotte,"  the  Juan  MacLean 
keeps  g  leefully  coloring  outside  the  lines.

Theroux’s  latest  collection  of  short  stories  starts 
with  a  bang— and  a  crash,  and  a  smashing  and 
a  slashing  and  a  pulverizing.  After  accidentally 
dropping  an  excruciatingly  valuable  ancient 
Chi  nese  vase  while  handing  it  over  to  his 
soon-to-be  ex-wife  (it’s  part  of  their  divorce 
settlement)— and  finding  a  perverse  pleasure 
in  her  traumatized  reaction— the  wealthy 
real  estate  developer  and  art  collector  Mi  nor 
Watt  embarks  on  a  depraved  campaign:  He 
launches  a  piece-by-piece  destruction  of  his 
museum-worthy  collection  of  ancient  artifacts 
and  works  of  art,  inviting  a  series  of  collectors, 
connoisseurs,  art  dealers,  and  critics  to  witness 
each  appalling  demolition.

DRIVING  FORCE 


The  United  States  market  for  full-size  pickup  trucks  is  basically  a  battlefield,  with  the  pursuit  of 
|  the  ultimate  powertrain  a  major  selling  point.  And  while  these  machines  have  grown  in  hauling 
and  pulling  capacity  (making  transport  of  your  elk  to  the  taxidermist  farsimpler),  they've 
likewise  become  more  comfortable,  refined,  and  loaded  with  enough  technology  to  make 
them  a  portable  office  on  wheels.  There’s  been  a  problem,  though,  Try  as  they  might,  it’s  been 
hard  for  manufacturers  to  hit  all  the  bases  with  theirengine  offerings,  because  if  you  go  for  power  (like 
Chrysler’s  Hemi  V-8).  you  lose  fuel  economy.  Diesel  engines  have  shown  promise  in  being  a  solution  to  the 
contradiction,  but  unfortunate  I  yjn  order  to  get  one.  you  had  to  buy  a  heavy-duty  pickupthat  sacrificed 
ride  quality  and  handling,  and  cost  more.  If  only  somebody  would  build  a  lighter  pickup  with  a  diesel 
engine,  then  that  might  just  be  a  world-beater.  But  who  will  tackle  this  formidable  challenge? 


While  itcertainly  had  its  critics,  the 
acquisition  of  Chrysler  (and  therefore 
Ram  trucks)  by  Fiat  of  Italy  has  helped 
the  company  procure  the  perfect 
diesel  engine  for  its  Ram  1500  pick¬ 


ups.  The  impressive  Italian-made 
EcoDiesel  (as  Ram  calls  it)  displaces 
a  modest  three  liters,  yet  its  turbo¬ 
charged  performance  isevery 
bit  as  Impressive  as  its  fuel 


efficiency.  The  horsepower  numbers 
are  good,  but  what  rea  I  ly  gets  the 
trailer  up  the  mountain  pass  is  torque, 
and  this  mini  monster  pumps  out  420 
foot-pounds  at  a  mere  2,000  rpms. 
You  can  feel  this  hauling  muscle  the 
moment  you  touch  the  accelerator, 
and  if  the  strength  isn't  impressive 
enough,  the  smooth,  quiet  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  ref  i  ned  diesel  engine  is  a 
cut  above  the  bigger  units  found  in 
heavy-dutytrucks. 

One  reason  for  the  excel  lent  man¬ 
ners  may  be  the  European  origin, 
for  lighter-duty  diesels  have  been 
buzzing  around  the  Continent  for 
fa  r  longer  tha n  in  the  States.  This 
engine  ismatedtoan  eight-speed 
TorqueFlite  automatic  transmission, 
and  the  4x4  transfercase  includesa 
fully  automatic  setting  fortimes  when 
conditions  change  rapidly.  The  trans¬ 
mission  selector  is  unique  in  the  latest 
Ram  pickups,  as  instead  of  a  column- 
or  floor-mounted  shifter,  a  dial  on  the 
center  stack  changes  gears.  I'm  not 
fond  of  this  approach  myself,  but  we'll 
see  what  truck  owners  have  to  say 
after  itJs  been  on  the  road  a  while 


As  fortaming  said  road,  our 
Laramie  Limited  Special  Edition  Crew 
Cab  4x4  had  an  air  suspension  on 
all  four  wheels  that's  adjustable,  so 
you  can  lower  it  to  climb  into  the  cab 
or  raise  it  to  two  d  ifferent  levels  for 
off-road  clearance.  Handling  is  sharp 
for  such  a  beastly  rig,  and  the  ride  is 
wel  l-controlled,  but  you’l  I  never  forget 
you're  in  a  truck.

Honey -fueled  mead  is  casting  off  its 
coat  of  arms  for  a  fresh  new  look.

Like  that  time  I  lost  my  virginity,  111  never  forget  my  first— and  only- 
visit  to  a  renaissance  faire,  I  was  a  high  school  senior,  eager  to  illicitly 
exp  lore  a  Icohol .  I'd  recent  ly  consu  med  Busch  Light  and  Boone's 
Farm  Strawberry  Hill,  plus  Chardonnay  mixed  with  Hi-C.  That  day  at 
the  ren  faire,  I  was  keen  to  sample  mead  A  legal-age  friend  secured  me  a  cup. 

I  took  a  sip.  It  was  thick  and  cloying  ly  sweet,  I  i  ke  candy  run  through  a  ble  nder, 
km  never  drinking  mead  again ,  I  thought, 


That  experience  so  poisoned  my 
opinion  that  I  ignored  the  entirecat- 
egory  for  years.  My  ignorance  was  not 
bliss,  As  with  beer,  cider,  and  bourbon, 
mead  was  ri  pe  for  f  la vorfu  I  relnven- 
tion.  Lately  a  spreading  swarm  of 
American  meaderies  has  dipped  into 
hives  to  create  boundary-busting 
meadsthat'd  be  right  at  home  at  bars 
and  restaurants,  not  merely  medieval 
festivals.  From  dry  to  sparkling  and 
spiced  with  fruits,  herbs,  and  veg¬ 
etables,  mead  is  again  abuzz. 

At  its  core,  mead  is  honey  and 
water.  It'sone  of  mankind's  oldest 
fermented  beverages,  and  for  millen¬ 
nia  mead  and  its  variants  have  been 
cherished  worldwide,  Danish  Vikings 
glugged  the  elixir  during  celebrations, 
while  Mayans  soaked  tree  bark  in 
honey  and  water  to  create  a  ritualistic 
beverage.  Ethiopia's  re/ is  fermented 
with  wild  yeasts  and  flavored  with 
bitter gesho  twigs,  and  mead  also 
has  roots  in  Poland,  Russia,  Finland, 
France,  and  Nepal  {Fun  fact:  During 
medieval  times  in  Europe,  it  was 
tradition  to  supply  newlyweds  with 
enough  mead  to  last  one  full  moon, 
giving  rise  tothe  word  “honeymoon.") 

Despite  its  long  history,  mead 
is  hardly  easy  to  make.  rrl  thought, 

How  bad  could  It  be?"  says  Michael 
Kiker,  owner  of  Celestial  Meads  in 
Anchorage.  A  laska,  who  d  iscovered 
several  mead  recipes  in  a  home-brew 
book.  “After  making  a  batch,  I  found 
out  that  it  could  be  pretty  bad."  This 
is  likely  because  honey  is  a  finicky  fer¬ 
mentable.  It  lacks  necessary  nutrients, 
notably  nitrogen;  without  it,  stressed 


yea  st  s  ca  n  t  h  ro w  o  ff  u  n wa  nted  f  la  vors . 
And  then  you  needthe  right  yeast 
strain.  Most  ale  yeasts,  the  sort  used  to 
make  beer,  stop  fermenting  at  eight  to 
ten  percent  alcohol  by  volume  (ABV), 
and  can  leave  behind  loads  of  sugary 
sweetness.  Better  still  are  wine  and 
champagne  yeast  strains,  which  can 
hit  20  percent  ABV.  "It  was  definitely 
a  learning  experience,”  says  Kiker 
of  starting  Celestial  M  eads,  where  he 
u  ses  eve  rything  from  currants  to 
cherries,  coriander,  and  old  wine  bar¬ 
rels  to  createcomplex  honey  wines. 

He's  part  of  a  growing  vanguard 
of  modern  mead  makers  who  are 
rewriting  the  rule  book.  In  Michigan, 

B.  Nektar  makes  mad-scientist  cre¬ 
ations  such  as  the  Cherry  Chipotle 
Melomel,  a  Margarita-inspired  mead 
spiked  with  lime  juice  and  citrus  zest, 
and  coffee-infused  Dark  Dark  Goose, 
which  is  aged  in  old  bourbon  barrels. 
Fellow  Michiganders  Kuhnhenn 
Brewing  concoct  inventive  meads 
like  Caramel  Coconut  Creme  and 
Bourbon  Barrel  French  Toast  Mead, 
which  containshazelnuts,  bananaSj 
and  maple  syrup.  In  New  Hampshire, 
Moonlight  Meadery  makes  dozens  of 
fruit-forward  meads,  from  blueberry- 
dosed  Wild  to  Red  Dress— hello, 
strawberries  and  rhubarb,  in  Ohio, 
Crafted  Artisan  Meadery  adds  fra¬ 
grant  Cascade  hops  to  offerings  like 
the  Pollinator  and  Hop  Nectar,  while 
Oregon's  Blue  Dog  sells  sparkling 
meads  in  12-ounce  cans.

But  even  if  you  a  Iready  exercise,  you're  not  off  the 
hook.  It's  time  to  rethink  what  constitutes  a  workout  in  the  first  place.  Exercise 
machines  and  cardio  equipment  won't  cut  it.  As  a  matterof  fact,  from  now  on, 
they  don't  count.  If  you're  not  strength  training,  you’re  not  really  exercising— ii 
ot  her  words,  you 'd  better  start  learning  what  it  means  to  strength  train. 

ltJs  simple:  You  want  to  break  down  muscles  so  they  can  grow  back  bigger 
stronger,  and  more  defined.  It's  a  by-product  of  overloading  the  muscles  being 
targeted.  Since  exercise  machines  are  out  of  thequestion,  it's  time  to  get 
acquainted  with  free  weights.  Think  iron  and  steel.  All  you  truly  need  is  a  bar¬ 
bell  and  weighted  plates.  Some  dumbbells  would  be  nice.  A  kettlebell  and  a 
squat  rack  would  be  a  welcome  gift  from  Heracles  himself. 

Of  course,  equipment  is  only  one  part  of  the  strength-training  equation.

The  Right  Moves 

Before  we  hit  the  gym,  let's  consider 
what  we’re  going  for  with  this  work¬ 
out.  Losing  that  gut  goes  without 
saying.  Its  time  to  trade  in  that  spare 
tire  for  a  six-pack.  A  wider  back, 
bigger  biceps,  and  a  chiseled  chest 
would  also  be  a  plus.  So  our  workout 
wish  list  is  pretty  simple:  We’re  aiming 
forsize  and  strength— the  kind  of 
muscular  V-shaped,  wide-shouldered., 
slim-waisted  physique  that  women 
fawn  over. 

Making  this  pipe  dream  a  reality 
requires  all  the  right  moves  mixed 
with  a  whole  lot  of  hard  work.  The 
moves— the  main  exercisesthat  will 
del  iver  the  desired  resu  Its- — a  re  com¬ 
pound,  meaning  they  target  multiple 
muscle  groups  simultaneously. 

Take  the  front  squat  or  dead  lift,  for 
instance.  They're  more  effective 
than  isolated  exercises  like  leg  ex¬ 
tensions.  More  important,  these 
kind  of  compound  movements  elicit 
a  hormonal  response  second  to 
none.  Building  a  better  body  while 
simultaneously  boosting  libidoand 
i ncreasi ng  testosterone  levels  ma ke 
these  moves  a  m  ust  for  every  man . 

All  that's  left  is  to  build  a  specific 
type  of  routine— one  that  will  test  the 
limits  of  what  it  means  to  be  fit.  Enter 
the  barbell  complex,  which  combines 
two  or  more  compound  exercises 
performed  back-to-back.  The  barbell 
complex  is  a  strength-training, 
calorie-burningchallenge  unlike  the 
average  workout  routine. 

Creating  a  Complex 

There  a  re  a  lot  of  different  ways  to 
create  a  barbell  complex.  But  the 
best  ones  have  a  few  things  in  com¬ 
mon.  They  contain  three  to  six 
exercises  that  flow  into  one  another. 
The  transition  to  and  from  each 
exercise  isn’t  too  complicated. 
Neitherarethe  rep  schemes.  Keep 
it  simple  by  performing  five  to  ten 
repetitions  of  each  exercise  in  the 
complex  for  two  to  four  sets.  Don't 
put  the  bar  down  between  exercises 
either,  instead,  plan  to  rest  after  all 
the  exercises  in  the  complex  have 
been  completed. 

This  high-intensity  workout  isn’t 
for  first-time  exercisers.  Even  gym 
rats  have  to  admit  that  a  barbell 
complex  is  nothing  to  scoff  at.  But, 
if  you  thinkyou'vegot  what  it  takes, 
there's  only  one  way  to  fi  nd  out.  Put 
your  manhood  to  the  test  by  taking 
on  this  barbell  complex  four  times,  six 
repetitions  each  exercise 


Dead  Lift 

With  a  loaded  barbell  on  the  floor, 
position  your  feet  hip-width  apart, 
withyourtoes  under  the  bar.  While 
keeping  your  back  a  nd  arms  straight, 
bend  your  knees  a  nd  sin  k  you  r  rear 
end  back  and  down.  With  your 
handsabout  shoulder-width  apart, 
grasp  the  bar  with  an  overhand  grip. 
Keeping  the  bar  close  to  your  body, 
lift  yourchest  by  driving  through  your 
heels  and  pushing  with  your  legs. 

As  you  straighten,  breathe  out  and 
drive  your  hips  forward  to  arrive  at  a 
standing  position.  Yourchest  should 
be  forward  and  your  shoulder  blades 
back.  Then,  with  your  back  straight, 
lean  forward  at  the  waist,  bend  your 
knees,  and  slowly  lower  the  bar  down 
to  the  floor.  Repeat  the  sequence. 

This  strengthens  theabs,  lower  back, 
and  hamstrings,  making  it  the  go- to 
exercise  for  maximizing  pelvic  thrusts . 


Bent-Over  Row 

Set  up  forthis  exercise  as  you  would  for  the  dead  lift— overhand  grip  on  the  barbell,  back 
straight,  knees  slightly  bent.  Keeping  your  head  up,  bring  your  torso  to  a  45-degree  angle 
to  the  floor  and  pull  the  weight  up  using  yourforearms.  Exhale  as  you  lift  the  barbell  toward 
you,  rowing  your  el  bows  to  the  ceiling  and  aiming  the  bar  just  below  your  sternum.  At  the 
top  of  the  movement,  squeeze  your  back  muscles  together  and  pause  for  a  moment  before 
lowering  the  weight  to  the  floor  Building  wide  fats  will  give  your  woman  something  to  grab  on 
to  when  you  he  on  top. 
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Hang  Clean 

Start  by  holding  the  barbell  with  an  overhand  grip,  at  mid-thigh 
height,  with  your  back  straight.  Drive  through  your  hips,  knees, 
and  ankles  to  propel  the  weight  upward.  While  raising  the  bar 
up  close  to  your  body,  actively  pull  your  elbows  under  the  bar 
to  receive  the  weight  at  yourchest.  Completing  the  hang  clean 
requires  that  you  catch  the  weight  in  a  front-squat  position, 
racking  the  bar  just  above  thecollarbone  with  your  wrists  relaxed. 
Stand  u  p  out  of  sq  uat  to  f  ini  sh.  The  hang  clean  adds  an  element  of 
aerobic  training  to  this  workout  Improving  your  cardiovascular 
conditioning  will  ensure  you  don  T  tire  out  too  soon  in  the  sack. 


Push  Press 

Afterthe  hang  clean,  keepthe  barat  chest  height,  racked  on  your 
collarbone.  You  should  be  standing  with  your  feet  at  hip  width. 
Your  grip  should  be  wider  than  your  shoulders,  with  your  palms 
facing  forward.  Initiate  this  exercise  by  bending  at  the  knees  and 
sinking  into  a  quarter  squat.  Be  sure  to  keep  your  chest  upright 
and  your  core  activated.  Finish  this  move  by  driving  through  your 
legs,  while  squeezing  you  r  g  lutes  a  nd  core,  to  press  the  ba  r  u  p 
and  overhead.  Lower  the  barto  the  starting  position  and  repeat. 
A  strong  core  and  muscular  shoulders  wilt  make  it  easier  to 
support  your  seif  when  you're  on  top  of  your  partner 


Front  Squat 

Don’t  put  that  bar  down  Just  yet. 
Keep  it  in  the  racked  position  by 
driving  your  elbows  up  while  resting 
the  baron  yourcollarbone.  Don't  try 
to  support  the  bar  with  your  wrists. 
Instead ,  let  it  rest  on  you  r  body  and 
simply  support  the  weight  with  your 
hands.  After  you’re  set  u  p,  lower 
into  a  squat  position  by  sitting  back 
and  down,  as  if  you  were  sitting  into 
a  chair  Once  you’ve  bottomed  out, 
press  through  the  heels,  exhale, 
and  drivethe  elbows  up  to  return  to 
standing.  Can  you  say  ‘hip  power"? 


After  completing 
six  repetitions 
of  each  exercise, 
you  can  put  th  e 
bar  down.  You’ve 
earned  a  short 
break.  Rest  for  up 
to  three  minutes 
before  repeating 
the  entire  com¬ 
plex  one  to  three 
more  times.  If 
you’re  man  enough, 
thatis.^1-!

Kill  JFK? 


Lyndon  Johnson’s  longtime  mistress, 

Madeleine  Brown,  offered  up  an  unequivocal  "yes,” 
along  with  her  explanation  of  how  it  went  down. 

Interview  by  Alanna  Nash 


Fo  rty-o  n  e  y  e  a  rs 
after  his  death, 
President  Lyndon 
B,  Johnson  is  back 
in  the  spotlight 
againas  America 
celebratesthe 
50th  anniversary 
of  the  history-righting  Civil  Rights 
Act  of  1964,  which  outlawed  racial 
segregation.  That  along  with  its 
brother  bill ,  the  Voting  R  ig  hts  Act 
which  followed  a  year  later,  isthe 
shining  star  of  his  legacy. 

When  the  36th  presidenttalked 
about  opening  the  LBJ  Presidential 
Library,  his  daughter  Luci  Baines 
Johnson  told  the  New  York  Times 
earlier  this  year,  he  wanted  a  warts- 
and-all  representation  of  his  admin¬ 
istration.  But  surely  Johnson  never 
meant  that  his  utmost  secrets  should 
al  so  come  to  lig  ht — that  he  may  have 
been  complicit  in  the  assassination  of 
his  predecessor,  John  F.  Kennedy,  and 
that  he  had  a  son  with  his  longtime 
mistress,  the  fiery  redhead  Madeleine 
Duncan  Brown, 

in  February  1996, 1  traveled  to 
Dallas  to  interview  Brown,  then  70, 
at  her  invitation.  She  wanted  to  talk, 
she  said,  because  she  had  written  a 
book  in  collaboration  with  a  ghost¬ 
writer,  but  dou  bted  it  wou  Id  ever  be 
published.  For  three  days.,  we  satin 
her  faded  home  in  Oak  Cliff  and  talked 
of  the  unimaginable  events  she  had 
either  witnessed  or  knew  about  from 
the  people  at  the  very  heart  of  history. 

Brown  had  spoken  to  the  press 
before,  but  she  was  revealing  all 
beca  use,  she  sa  id ,  “I  wou  Id  like 
for  history  to  be  corrected.  I  n  the 
assassination  of  John  Kennedy,  Lee 
Harvey  Oswald  was  innocent.  It  was 
the  oil  peopleand  intelligence.  And  I 
want  the  world  to  know  who  Lyndon 
rea  I  ly  wa  s,  t  hat  he  had  two  fa  mi  lies." 

Brown's  affair  with  Johnson  bega n 
in  1949,  shortly  after  the  23-year-old , 
a  media  buyer  for  a  Dallas  advertising 
agency,  met  the  future  president 
at  a  reception  held  by  Austin  rad  io 
station  KTBC,  owned  by  the  Johnson 
family.  Through  an  intermediary  LBJ 
invited  Brown  (who  may  have  worked 
occasionally  as  a  call  girl)  to  an  event 
three  weeks  laterat  the  Driskill  Hotel. 
Whenshearrived,  she  once  told 
People  magazine,  "[Lyndon]  looked 
at  me  like  I  was  an  ice-cream  cone  on 
a  hot  day.  And  he  said  after  a  while., 
'Wei  la  I'l  I  see  you  up  in  my  apartment.' pr 
That  would  be  room  254,  which  the 
notorious  womanizerreserved  for  Just 
such  activity. 
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Their  assignations  lasted  from  15 
minutes  to  3  hours.  Brown  said  John¬ 
son  was  kinky  in  bed  and  liked  to 
play  games  with  a  satin  sleep  mask, 
Afterone  energeticsession,  Johnson 
"opened  [the  window]  and  bellowed 
like  a  bull,  yelling,  'My  God,  I  love  Texas 
in  the  morningf"’ 

Johnson  participated  in  the  plot  to 
kill  Kenned y.  Brown  said,  because  he 
was  on  the  cusp  of  being  exposed  in 
both  the  Bobby  Bakercongressional- 
bribery  scandal  and  the  Billie  Sol 
Estes  grain-storage -contract  scandal. 
Johnson  wasn't  just  looking  at  politi¬ 
cal  ruin,  she  argued,  but  at  prosecu¬ 
tion  and  prison. 

Though  no  one  but  Lady  Bird  John¬ 
son  seemed  to  doubt  that  Brown's 
son  Steven  was  LBJ's  only  male 
issue  (the  physical  resemblance  was 
remarkable),  some  Kennedy  assas¬ 
sination  researchers  dispute  Brown's 
claims  of  Johnson’s  involvement  in 
the  shooting.,  while  others  support 
her.  Roger  Stone,  author  of  last  year’s 
The  Man  Who  Killed  Kennedy:  The 
Case  Against LBJ {out  in  paperback 
this  month  with  two  new  chapters), 
finds  Brown  credible  overall,  though 
she  sometimes  confused  minor  facts. 

"Obviously,  I  don't  base  my  entire 
case  on  what  she  had  to  say  but  she 
very  much  bolsters  it"  Stone  tells  me, 
"She  has  an  uncanny  knowledge  of 
the  inner  worklngsof  Lyndon  John¬ 
son's  life  and  machine."  He  adds 
that  when  she  says  sheand  Johnson 
were  in  a  certain  place  at  a  certain 
time,  "the  historical  record  [shows] 
that’s  where  Johnson  was  that  night  ” 
Aside  from  the  Driskill  Hotel,  "when 
she  went  many  years  latertothe  Del 
Charro  resort  in  Northern  Ca  I  ifornia, 
the  general  manager  immediately 
recognized  her,  and  she  him.  She  had, 
indeed,  spent  many  weekends  there 
shacked  up  withLBJ,” 

This  interview  has  never  been 
published.  Shortly  after  our  visit, 
heroriginal  manuscript  wentinto 
production  under  the  title  Texas  in  the 
Morning:  The  Love  Story  of  Madeleine 
Brown  and  President  Lyndon  Baines 
Johnson.  It  was  published  in  1997. 
Brown  died  in  2002  at  age  76. 

You  claim  that  LBJ  not  only  had 
prior  knowledge  of  the  Kennedy 
assassination,  but  that  he  master¬ 
minded  It. 

Hesuredid. 

How  do  you  know  that? 

In  Dallas,  everyone  was  talking  about 
it,  and  even  Jack  Ruby  had  made  a 


public  statement  that  Johnson  was 
the  cause  of  the  assassination.  So 
when  I  met  Lyndon  at  the  [White 
Hou  se  press  party]  at  the  Driskill 
Hotel  on  New  Year's  Eve.,  1963, 1  said., 
"I’m  deeply  concerned,  because  peo¬ 
ple  are  saying  that  you  caused  the 
assassination."  He  had  a  ballistic  fit. 
And  then  he  said,  "You  know  them,  it 
was  the  fat  cats  here  in  Texas.  And  the 
renegade  intelligence  guys  in  Wash¬ 
ington  .  They're  the  ones  that  caused 
the  assassination."  With  that  he  went 
into  the  bathroom  and  slammed  the 
door.  He  almosttook  the  hinges  off  it. 

So  he  denied  his  part? 

No,  he  never  did  deny  his  part.  Never, 
He  told  me  the  night  before  the  assas- 
si nation  at  a  party  at  [oi  I  mag  nate] 
Clint  Murchison’s  house;  "After  tomor¬ 
row,  those  Goddamn  Kennedys  will 
never  embarrass  meagain.  That’s  no 
threat.  That's  a  promise.” 

Exactly  what  was  his  invo  Ivement? 

The  Texas  oil  people  put  so  much 
pressure  on  him,  Clint  had  written  him 
a  letter.  And  [oil  tycoon  H.  L.]  Hunt 
was  really  upset.  They  were  all  close 
friends,  understand?  Hunt  called 
Lyndon  over  that  plan  to  remove 
the  oil-depletion  allowance  and  said 
they  couldn't  handle  any  more  of 
Kennedy.  He  said,  "He’s  got  to  go," 

[In  his  book  LBJ:  The  Mastermind 
of  the  JFK  Assassina  t\ont  Phillip  R 
Nelson  asserted  that  theoil-depletion 
al  Iowa  nee  al  lowed  such  mag  nates 
as  Mu  rch  ison  a  nd  Hu  nt  to  reta  i  n  27.5 
percent  of  theirrevenue  tax-free.  If 
the  allowance  had  been  repealed,  the 
industry  might  have  lost  as  much  as 
$280  million  annually.] 


What  did  Johnson  do  then? 

I'm  positive,  and  others  will  back 
me  up,  that  Lyndon  called  Malcolm 
[Mac]  Wallace.,  who  was  known  as 
the  "hatchet  man,”  and  they  just  got 
rid  of  Jack.  See,  Hunt  had  made  his 
deal  with  Joe  Kennedy  that  Lyndon 
would  takethe  nomination  for  vice 
president.  After  Lyndon  lost  to  Ken¬ 
nedy  in  the  primaries,  Hunt  said,  "Well, 
we  lost  the  battle,  but  werll  win  the 
war,"  Because  they  had  the  CIA  and 
the  FBI  and  [J.  Edgar]  Hoover  in  their 
pocket  All  they  had  to  do  was  cal  I .  So 
that's  what  really  took  place.  Lyndon 
did  it.  And  Robert  Kennedy  knew  it. 

He  ca  lied  him  a  "son  of  a  bitch”  every 
time  he  saw  him,  and  asked,  "Why  did 
you  kill  my  brother?” 

So  you  think  this  was  a  conspiracy 
between  the  CIA  and  the  oil  group, 
with  the  complicity  of  the  FBI,  and 
Lyndon  was  smack  In  the  middle? 

Yes,  Or  a  combination  of  them.  Hunt 
used  tosay.Tm  the  richest  man  in 
the  world  and  no  one  gives  me  any 
trouble,"  And  they  didn't.  Billie  Sol 
Estes  says  Lyndon  orchestrated  the 
assassination.  If  you  made  a  diagram 
of  all  of  these  people,  starting  with 
Clint  M urchison,  they  wou Id  interlock, 
just  on  and  on. 

You  were  Johnson’s  girlfriend  for 
some  20  years.  What  was  the  most 
powerful  part  of  the  attraction? 

Probably  the  way  he  commanded 
me.  He  was  1 7  yea  rs  older.  Whether  it 
was  a  father-type  relationship,  1  don't 
know.  He  was  a  cong  ressma  n  when  I 
met  him.  He  hadn't  been  sworn  in  as 
senatoryet.  And  he  was  tall  and  good- 
looking,  or  I  felt  he  was  good-looking. 
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And  he  had  a  wonderful  personality. 
He  was  cordial  to  everyone 

There  was  a  coarseness  about  him  as 
well.  He  ca  lied  his  penis  “Jumbo”  and 
waved  it  around  in  public  sometimes. 
He  famously  showed  it  to  Japanese 
reporters,  saying  they  probably 
didn’t  see  them  that  size  in  Japan, 
And  then  there  was  his  language. 
Yeah,  he  ta  Iked  filthy  I  thoug  ht  It  was 
nasty,  but  I  didn't  tel  I  h  im  that.  I  never 
heard  my  father  say  an  ugly  word  in 
our  home.  I  just  never  did  hear  it.  And 
for  someone  to  use  it  so  p  lain  lyp  wel  I ,  I 
thought  it  was  in  poortaste. 

What  were  your  most  wonderful 
moments  with  him? 

Oh,  the  sexual  part  of  it.  It  was  beau¬ 
tiful.  He  could  make  me  feel  like  the 
queen  of  the  world  when  we  were 
alone  together.  I’ve  often  said  that 
there  would  be  no  tranquilizers  for 
males  and  no  hypochondriac  females 
if  their  sexual  needs  were  properly 
taken  care  of.  I’ve  told  the  doctors 
that.  You  cannot  have  hang-ups. 

You  told  People  magazine,  “He  had  a 
certain  amount  of  roughness  about 
him,  and  maybe  that's  what  I  liked..,. 
I’ve  been  told  that  every  woman 
needs  to  act  like  a  whore  in  bed,  and  I 
guess  that’s  what  I  did.” 

Yeah .  He  had  tota  I  contro  I  of  me. 
Knowing  him  sexually  I  would  throw 
rocks  at  a  nyone  el  se.  He  knew  what 
to  do. 

You’ve  said,  “I  look  back  and  I  know 
we  really  had  something.  Not  mar- 
riage.  Gut  we  had  some  special 
feelings.  We  had  to.”  What  do  you 
think  Lyndon  really  felt  for  you? 

I  think  he  had  to  love  me,  or  I  wouldn't 
have  been  part  of  his  life  that  long.  I 
would  like  to  believe  that,  anyway. 

You  were  married  with  a  son,  Jimmy, 
though  your  husband,  James  Glynn 
Brown,  was  institutionalized  for 
psychiatric  reasons.  And,  of  course! 
Johnson  was  married. 

Yes.  I  told  my  priest,  and  he  sa  id.,  "You 
come  in  if  anything  is  on  your  con¬ 
science.  You  get  on  your  knees  and 
you  ask  the  Holy  Father  to  forgive 
you  ”  So  I  had  ca  1 1  uses  on  my  knees, 

1  promise  you.  During  the  time  1  was 
pregnant,  I  went  every  day  and  I'd  cry 
and  I  'd  pray.  I  went  back  to  the  priest. 

I  said/1  can’t  shakethis.  I  know  it's 
wrong,  but  I  can  't  help  myself.”  And 
he  said,  "Are  you  sure  you  want  to  be 
helped?"  And  II  thought,  No,  / guess 


i  really  don't  I  never  will  forgetthat 
priest.  Of  course,  later,  he  ran  off  with 
the  secreta  ry  at  that  I  ittle  St.  George's 
church,  so  he  knew  firsthand. 

Do  you  feel  you’ve  been  punished? 

When  [our  son]  Steven  became  ill 
[with  lymphatic  cancer],  I  said,  "This  is 
my  punishment.”  And  then  I  thought. 
Well  God  is  love,  and  he  doesn't  pun¬ 
ish.  But  why  is  this  happening?  But  I 
believe  in  fate,  and  maybe  it  was  pay¬ 
back  ti  me.  Beca  use  I  promise  you, 

I  d  id  have  a  wonderful,  high-livi  ng 
I  ife,  a  nd  I  loved  it,  I  loved  the  parties, 

I  loved  the  attention,  and !  loved  the 
travel  It  was  a  different  world. 

Did  you  ever  tell  Lyndon  you  were 
unhappy,  that  you  wanted  more? 

I  did  toward  the  end.  I  had  some 
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real  strong  fee  lings  a  bout  it  But 
when  Jesse  Kellam,  who  was  our 
go-between,  would  call  and  tell  me 
that  I  needed  to  be  a  certain  place  at 
a  certain  time,  man,  I’d  break  my  neck 
to  get  on  the  plane.  I  think  I  was  really 
hurt  that  he  didn  't  wa  nt  to  divorce 
Lady  Bird  and  marry  me.  But  by  the 
same  token,  I  could  not  have  lived  in 
Lady  Bird’s  shoes,  knowing  how  he 
acted  and  what  he  d  id . 

Ho  had  a  terrible  temper.  Did  he  ever 
slap  you? 

Oh,  no,  never,  but  if  he’d  get  a  ngry 
he'd  hit  the  wall  or  break  something. 

He  set  you  up  with  a  house,  a  fancy 
car,  a  live-in  maid,  and  a  wallet  full 


of  credit  cards.  The  payments  con¬ 
tinued  until  two  years  after  his  death 
in  1973.  Do  you  consider  yourself  his 
mistress? 

Well,  that *s  what !  was .1  f  the  card  says 
an  ace.  that  ’s  what  it  is. 

Did  you  ever  hear  from  Lady  Bird? 

No.  The  closest  thing  she  ever  said  in 
acknowledging  his  messing  around 
was  in  an  article  in  a  magazine.  They 
asked  her  about  Lyndon’s  re  putation 
for  being  a  ladies'  man.  1  have  it  here. 
She  said,  "Lyndon  loved  everybody, 
and  he  was  loved  by  many  women, 
and  I’m  quite  sure  I  loved  anybody 
he  loved.  I  do  know  he  wanted  me 
most.  I  do  know  he  liked  me  the  most.” 
Now,  she  didn't  use  the  word  “love.” 

I  thought  that  was  interesting.  I  have 
waited  for  Jack  Valenti's  daughter 
to  comeforth.  But  I  understand  that 
there  was  so  much  money  involved 
that  she'll  never  come  forth.  [Valenti, 
special  assista nt  to  President  John¬ 
son,  married  Mary  Margaret  Wiley, 
Johnson's  former  secreta  ry,  i  n  1962.

It's  spel led  "Lynda ”  for 
Lyndon.  Now,  Lyndon  had  the  ug  I  iest, 
worst  ears.  And  not  too  long  ago,  she 
appeared  with  Jack  Valenti,  and  she 
had  her  hair  parted,  and  these  big 
ears  were  showing.  I  thought,  This  is 
her  way  of  saying,  "Hey,  Lyndon 
was  my  father"  Jack  is  a  little  bitty 
short  man,  stocky  build,  and  she's 
tall  and  slim. 

Valenti  married  Mary  Margaret  to 
cover  up  the  fact  that  she  was  LBJ’s 
lover,  right?  He  was  rumored  to  be 
gay.  How  did  you  learn  about  It  all? 

Jesse  called  me  and  said,  "I  have 
something  to  tel  I  you ,  and  I  want  to 
tell  you  in  person."  I  thought,  Lyndon's 
sick r  he’s  dying.  I  met  Jesse  at  Love 
Field  [airport],  and  we  went  into  a 
little  restaurant  off  the  lobby.  He  told 
the  waitress,  "We  wa  nt  to  sit  w  here 
there’s  not  much  noise  on  takeoff.” 
When  we  sat  down,  he  reached 
across  the  table  and  held  my  hands. 
He  acted  so  strange.  I  said,  "Jesse, 
what's  wrong?”  And  he  said,  "I  want 
you  to  know  from  me  before  there’s 
any  news  anywhere.  Mary  Margaret  is 
pregnant.”

to  hear  it  from  me”  It  hit  me  so  hard  I 
couldn’t  eat.  Mary  Margaret  had  two 
more  children,  a  boy  and  a  girl.  I  think 
Jack  probably  was  rea  lly  the  father  of 
those  two.  But  they  called  that  child 
"LBJ's  baby  i  n  the  White  House.” 

How  many  women  were  there? 

Oh,  I  have  no  idea.  I  just  know  I  was 
really  hurt  by  them. 

You  truly  loved  this  man,  even 
knowing  he  was  capable  of  murder. 

Well,  I  can’t  turn  St  on  and  off.  Even 
after  knowing  all  of  these  things  that 
happened,  maybe  I  still  loved  him 
because  of  my  relationship  with 
Steven.  I  still  have  very  warm  feelings 
for  Lyndon.  I  have  always  prayed  that 
his  soul  rests  In  peace.  But  he  always 
took  the  position  that  if  a  job  needed 
to  be  done,  he  could  get  rid  of  what¬ 
ever  was  in  its  path.  Did  you  eversee 
the  photograph  of  [Texas  congress¬ 
man]  Albert  Thomas  and  Lyndon  at 
the  swearing-in  on  Air  Force  One? 
They’re  winking,  and  Lady  Bird  is 
pleased  as  punch,  I  think !  would 
have  been  in  such  a  state  of  shock 
to  have  experienced  a  killing  like 
that  that  I  couldn’t  open  my  mouth. 
They’d  probably  have  to  put  me  in  the 
hospital.  I've  looked  at  that  picture 
over  and  over,  a  nd  I 've  thoug  ht,  Poor 
Jackie,  picking  aphis  brains.  Seems 
like  if  they  wa  nted  to  get  rid  of  John, 
there  coul  d  have  been  a  n  easier  way, 
where  Jackie  was  not  involved. 

It’s  amazing  that  she  was  not  hit. 

Oh,  sure!  That’s  why  Lee  Harvey 
Oswald  didn't  do  the  shooting.  That 
was  some  real  expert  shooting.  She 
was  so  close  to  Jack. 

What  do  you  know  about  what 
actual  ly  went  on  that  day,  and  how 
many  shooters  were  there? 

I  have  been  told  there  were  three 
shooters:  Mac  Wallace,  who  was  In 
the  sniper's  nest  on  the  sixth  floor 
of  the  School  Book  De  pository,  and 
two  others.  One  was  supposedly  in 
a  sewergrate,  and  one  was  on  the 
grassy  knoll.  That  was  the  fatal  head 
shot.  You  know,  in  Washington,  when 
they  made  one  of  the  investigations, 
they  finally  saidthatthere  wereat 
least  two  shooters. 

And  Lee  Harvey  Oswald? 

My  belief  is  that  Lee  was  innocent.  1  do 
not  think  that  Lee  Harvey  Oswald  was 
anywhere  around  the  shooters.,  I've 
talked  to  Roy  Truly,  the  Book  Deposi¬ 


tory  superintendent.  He  saw  Oswald 
in  the  lunchroom  on  the  second  floor 
right  after  the  assassination.  And  they 
measured  the  timing  from  the  sixth 
floordown  to  the  lunchroom,  and  it 
was  impossible  for  him  to  have  made 
it  in  that  length  of  time.  Mr.  Truly  told 
me  that  Oswald  walked  up  to  him  and 
sa  id, JJ  If  weJre  not  goi  ng  to  work  today, 
can  I  goon  and  go?"  And  someone 
in  a  station  wagon  picked  him  up, 
according  to  Truly.  Now,  Ruth  Paine 
had  a  station  wagon. 

Oswald  got  his  job  at  the  Book 
Depository  through  Ruth  Paine,  and 
Marina  Oswald,  who  was  estranged 
from  Lee  Harvey,  was  staying  with 
her  at  the  time  of  the  assassination. 
Right  See,  Ruth’s  family  is  CIA.  Did 
you  know  that?  They  wereall  CIA. 


Oh,  I  know  he  did!  I  knew  him  well 
enough  that  I  think  when  Hunt  told 
him  to  get  rid  of  Lee  Harvey  Oswald 
for  whatever  reasons,  Jack  thought  he 
was  in  so  close  with  all  the  policemen 
that  he'd  walk  out  of  there. 

What  was  he  like? 

Jack  Ruby?  Oh,  I  liked  him  He  was  fun. 
I  d  id  n't  know  him  rea  I  ly  intimately,  but 
we’d  go  over  to  the  Ca  rousel  Club, 
and  he'd  ta  Ik  to  us.  If  you  wa  nted  to 
gamble,  he  knew  places  you  could  go 
and  be  all  rig  ht.  He  had  a  kind  hea  rt. 

He  took  good  careof  his  girls. 

why  did  Jack  shoot  Lee? 

Because  Hunt  told  him  to.  See,  H.L. 
had  sent  his  lawyer,  John  Carrington, 
to  the  Dallas  Police  Department  to  see 
what  kind  of  secu  rity  was  there.  And 


And  the  Oswalds  met  Ruth  Paine 
through  George  de  Mohrenschildt, 
who  was  Oswald's  CIA  contact  In 
Dallas.  He  befriended  them.  So  what 
was  Oswal  d’s  role  in  it  all? 

I  think  he  was  acting  on  orders.  I  don’t 
think  he  was  that  intelligent,  myself. 

Who  set  him  up,  de  Mohrenschildt? 

Yes,  beca  use  he  was  Hunt  s  friend.  I 
th  ink  it  was  an  easy  th  ing  for  t  hem  to 
do.  And  Marina,  of  course,  I  still  cannot 
understand  half  of  what  she  says.  But 
you  mention  Ruth  Paine  to  herand 
she  gets  rea  I  ly  upset.  And  yet  this  is 
the  woman  who  was  a  friend  to  them 
and  supposedly  took  care  of  them. 

Do  you  think  Jack  Ruby  thought  he’d 
get  away  with  shooting  Oswald? 


John  came  back  and  said,  "Mr.  Hunt, 
there  isn’t  any  secu  rity  u  p  there. 

It's  kind  of  wild’’  And  I  can  just  see 
Hunt  putting  his  feet  on  his  desk  and 
saying,  "We  don't  need  that  mess  in 
Dallas,”  and  calling  Jack.  But  Ruby, 
thinking  he  was  the  hero,  wouldn’t 
call  a  hit  man  oranything.  He’d  do 
it  himself. 

They  didn't  want  Oswald  to  talk. 

No,  they  didn’t  want  him  to  talk. 

Do  you  think  Lee  knew  what  was 
going  to  happen  to  him? 

I  think  he  probably  was  surprised.  Ilf 
you  study  that  photograph  where  Jim 
Leavelle  is  leading  him  out-and  Jim 
was  a  friend  of  mine  long  before  all  of 
this— that’s  a  look  of  surprise  on  his 
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face.  In  my  opinion,  Lee  looked  up  and 
recognized  Jack  Ruby. 

Did  you  actually  see  Lee  and  Jack 
togetheratsome  point? 

Yes.  We  were  playing  ca  rds  there  at 
Jack's,  and  Lee  Harvey  Oswald  was 
there.  Or,  let  me  put  it  this  way:  The 
man  I  saw  waseither  Lee  Harvey 
Oswald  or  this  Dallas  policeman  that 
looked  a  lot  I  ike  Lee  Ha  rvey  Oswa  Id. 
Marina  says  Lee  never  was  in  the 
Carousel  Club.  And  I  don’t  eversay 
anything  to  hurt  Marina,  because  she 
has  gone  to  hell  and  back  I  marvel 
that  she  hasendured  all  of  this  stuff, 
and  it  never  goes  away  It’s  always 
there.  I  wantto  help  her  know  that 
Lee  was  innocent.  She  used  to  think 
he  was  guilty.  She  told  the  Warren 
Commission  that,  and  she  said  the 
same  thing  to  the  House  Select 
Committee  on  Assassinations  in  1978. 

I  often  put  myself  in  her  place,  and 
wonder  what  went  on  in  her  mind 
with  two  ba  bies  and  no  money.  She 
was  a  total  stranger  in  our  country 
There  was  a  photograph  of  her  in,  I 
think,  Life  magazine,  at  Lee's  funeral, 
wherethese  old  bully  Secret  Service 
agents  are  kicking  dirt  [at  her],  and 
you  can  see  the  fright  in  her  face.  I  feel 
sorry  for  her,  because  she  has  been 
persecuted  over  th  ing  s  that  she  was 
totally  innocent  of 

Your  f  riendship  consists  of  what? 

Oh,  I’ll  call  her,  and  shecalls  occasion¬ 
ally,  but  I  do  most  of  the  calling.  I'll  say, 
“You've  been  home  too  long.  Let’sgo 


antiquing."  She  loves  antiquing.  She 
loves  to  go  to  the  Top  O’  the  Cl  iff  Club, 
When  Steven  passed  away,  she  sent 
me  a  letter,  and  it's  just  beaut  ifully 
written.  I  marvel  that  she  can  write 
English  as  well  as  she  does.  But  [her 
husband]  Ken  [Porter]  has  told  me 
she  reads  and  studies  a  lot. 

How  did  she  support  herself? 

Marina  didn't  have  anything,  and 
H.  L.  Hunt  sent  for  her  and  he  took 
care  of  herfinancially,  Do  you  know 
they  had  her  locked  up  with  those  two 
babies?  She  seems  to  think  she  was  in 
Irving,  Texas,  when  she  was  released. 
She  had  no  home,  no  place  to  go,  no 
money.  She'll  tell  you,  "I  do  not  have 
any  photographs  of  the  children  and 
Lee,"  other  than  the  ones  she  made, 
because  they  confiscated  them. 

They  even  took  her  identification 
away  from  her.  I've  got  somebody 
working  to  see  if  they  ca  n't  relea  $e 
her  persona  I  things  to  her.  But  H.  L. 
Hunt  evidently  knew  when  they  were 
going  to  release  her,  and  he  brought 
hertothe  Adolphus  Hotel,  and  made 
it  fi nancial ly  easier  for  her. 

Why  did  he  do  it? 

He  was  clearing  his  conscience. 

Do  you  think  Oswald  knew  he5d 
been  set  up? 

I  didn't  think  so,  until  he  said,  Tm 
a  patsy/' 

They  took  him  into  custody  for 
shooting  Officer  J.  P,Tippit,  not 


Kennedy.  What  did  he  tell  Marina 
about  it? 

He  told  herthat  he  was  innocent,  that 
he  had  not  killed  anyone.  During  those 
years,  the  po  lice  were  very  brutal ,  and 
they  like  to  beat  him  to  death.  I  think  if 
he  had  been  guilty,  he  would  have  said 
something  to  stop  the  abuse.  But  he 
never  did. 

Why  do  you  think  he  went  to  the 
Texas  Theater? 

I  feel  like  they  told  him  to  be  at  the 
Texas  Theater  for  another  order. 
Oragain,  it  was  the  afternoon  mati¬ 
nee.  Maybe  he  decided  to  go  to  a 
movie.  Here’s  another  thing:  J,  D. 
Tippit  was  going  with  this  girl  that 
worked  up  here  at  Austin’s  Barbecue. 
Her  name  was  [Johnnie  Maxie]  With¬ 
erspoon.  She  had  a  child  by  him.  And 
there  was  a  pregnant  girl  in  the  Texas 
Theater  that  no  onecould  identify. 

So  we  wonder  if  there  was  some 
connection.  That  Witherspoon  girl 
met  J.D.  at  Jack  Ruby’s  house.  We 
know  that.  Every  day  he’d  go  over  and 
they’d  see  each  other.  [Tippet  was  a 
married  father  of  three.] 

You  knew  Mac  Wallace,  too,  right? 

Sure  did.  I  knew  him  pretty  well.  I'd  see 
him  at  social  s.  A  nd  one  t  ime  we  were 
out  here  at  the  Dallas  Gun  Club,  and 
we  shot  a  rou  nd  his  feet. 

Did  you  ever  fear  for  your  life,  know¬ 
ing  as  much  as  you  do? 

When  [Texas  Ra nger]  Cl i nt  Peoples 
got  killed,  I  thought,  Uh-oh.  When 
Billie  Sol  calls  me,  I'm  suretapsareon 
my  phone.  And  I’ve  had  harassment. 
Right  outside  here,  I  started  out  the 
backalley  to  get  in  my  car,  and  my 
brakes  had  been  cut.  Another  time, 

I  was  going  on  the  freeway  and  I 
never  heard  such  a  noise  in  my  life. 
This  bomblike  thing  went  off.  My 
car  never  did  stop  running,  though, 
and  I  was  a  ble  to  get  off  the  freeway. 

I  ca  I  led  a  wrecker  to  come,  and  the 
guy  examined  the  carand  called  the 
police.  And  the  police  came  out  and 
looked  at  my  car,  and  they  said  it  was 
a  wonder  I  hadn’t  been  blown  all  to 
pieces.  So  I  take  a  lot  of  caution,  but  I 
believe  they  think  I'm  not  a  threat  to 
anyone  anymore.  I'm  so  open  about  it. 
If  any  harm  came  to  me  at  this  time  it 
m  ig  ht  raise  an  eyebrow.  But  when  that 
car  blew  up  like  that,  I  was  petrified. 

H  ow  many  other  people  knew  that 
you  and  Lyndon  were  involved? 

I  asked  Billie  Sol,  and  Billie  Sol  said 
that  there  were  about  18  people. 
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And  when  I  wastalking  to  Billie  Sol, 

I  asked  him  about  this  maid  of  mine. 
Dale  Turner,  who  had  mysteriously 
disappeared.  And  he  said,  "Well,  hell, 
Mac  got  rid  of  her  for  Lyndon.” 

Why? 

Because  [Lyndon]  had  always  told 
me,  “You  see  nothing,  you  hear  noth¬ 
ing,  you  say  nothing.  I  don't  even  want 
anybody  to  see  us  together.”  And 
we  were  at  the  Menger  Hotel  [in  San 
Antonio],  in  the  hall  there.  Dale  had 
both  of  my  boys— they  were  still  ju  st 
little  shavers— and  thethree  of  them 
saw  him  pick  me  up  and  hug  me  and 
kiss  me.  And  it  made  him  mad,  I  guess. 
Because  he  told  me,  "You  ca  n  tel  I  Da  le 
good-bye."  And  I  said,  "Well,  she’s  the 
boys’  surrogate  mother  lJve  had  her 
for  years'”  And  he  turned  his  back  to 
me  and  his  voice  got  stern:  "I  said,  tell 
her  good-byet”  We  came  back  from 
San  Antonio,  and  Dale  called  me  at 
work  and  said,  "I  have  an  emergency 
and  I've  got  to  leave.”  My  mother  and 
dad  lived  real  close,  and  I  sa id.,  "Take 
the  boys  to  Mother’s,  and  111  pick  them 
up  when  I  come  in  from  work/'  And  I 
never  did  hear  from  Dale  anymore. 

Wlhat  did  you  think  had  happened? 

I  knew  she  was  dead,  or  she  wou  Id 
have  called  me.  She’d  been  with  us  a 
long  time.  The  boysalmost  never  got 
overit.lt  was  so  ugly. 

why  did  you  decide  tofinally  tell 
your  story? 

After  realizing  that  I  was  going  to  lose 
Steve,  I  thought,  Those  dirty  bastards. 
Th  ey  need  e  very  bit  of  this  exp  osed. 
And  laypeople  who  have  been  so 
complacent  about  our  government 
need  to  know  some  of  the  real  dirt 
that  has  gone  on.  And  Steven  wanted 
the  story  told,  too.  [In  1987  Steven 
Brown  filed  a  $10,5  million  suit  against 
the  Johnson  estate,  claiming  he  had 
been  deprived  of  his  birthright.]  I 
walked  in  that  courtroom  with  him, 
and  he  said,  “I  will  win  my  case.  You 
watch  me,  Mother."  And  of  course, 
he  got  sick,  and  then  he  disappeared 
out  of  Brooke  Army  Medical  Center. 

He  was  gone  two  months.  And  we 
tried  desperately  to  find  him.  I  was 
almost  insane.  I  hired  [former  House 
Select  Committee  on  Assassinations 
investigator]  Kevin  Walsh,  a  private 
detective  in  Washington.  He  located 
Steven  in  Bethesda,  Maryland. 

How  did  he  get  there? 

Steve  said  they  came  to  San  Antonio 
and  said,  "We're  going  fora  ride." 


He  thought  he  might  have  gone  to 
Germa ny.  He  wasn't  real  su  re.  They 
kept  him  blindfolded  a  lot  of  the  time. 
Kevin  found  him  in  Bethesda. 

Who  would  have  done  that? 

Well,  that  lawsuit  was  herein  Dallas, 
And  the  Johnson  family  plays  hard¬ 
ball.  They  didn't  want  anything  to 
come  out  about  Steven’s  real  pater¬ 
nity.  The  minute  that  judge  stamped 
the  lawsuit  "failed  to  show  up  in 
court,”  we  were  able  to  find  Steven. 

How  did  Lyndon  react  when  Steven 
was  born? 

Oh,  hejust  exploded!  He  went  into 
one  of  his  fits.  He  said,  "How  cou  Id 
you  be  such  a  dumb  Dora?”  My  father 
made  an  agreement  with  Jerome 
Ragsdaleabout  how  [the  financial] 
things  would  be  handled,  though 
he  never  knew  who  it  was,  justthat 
he  was  a  married  man.  But  wegot 
all  the  documents,  and  they  went 
into  a  safety-deposit  box.  Then  one 
day  the  attorney  called  me  and  said, 
“You’re  not  going  to  believe  what's 
happened  When  I  went  down  to  the 
safety-deposit  box,  it  wasn’t  there."  il 
said,  "What  do  you  mean?"  Because 
those  boxes  are  all  in  concrete.  He  said 
it  had  been  drilled  from  the  wall.  See, 
Lyndon  had  said  he  was  sealing  the 
records,  I  said.  "Lyndon,  why  did  you 
sea  I  the  record  s,  a  nd  what's  going  to 
be  in  there?”  He  got  this  real  cute  grin 
and  said,  "There’s  not  going  to  be  a 
blankety-blankthing  in  that  box” 

So  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  Steven? 

Well,  through  the  years,  when  he'd  see 
me  and  give  me  a  bear  hug,  he’d  say, 
"How’s  Steven?”  And  he’d  say,  "Don’t 
you  worry  a  bout  him .  He’s  goi  ng  to 


be  in  Washington  ”  But  I  didn't 
want  Steven  being  like  those  other 
politicians.  Steven  had  the  kindest 
heart  of  any  human  I’ve  ever  known. 

How  was  Steven  like  h  is  father? 

He  was  really  high-tempered.  HeJd 
lose  his  cool  when  he  got  angry.  But 
he'd  get  over  it.  He  was  so  big  and  tall 
[six-four],  and  if  he  sawyou,  he  might 
pick  you  up  and  say,  rrHey;l  1 1  ike  you," 
or  "I  love  you.”  He  had  more  friends 
because  he  was  like  that 

Steven  died  in  1990,  at  age  39.  what 
a  terrible  blow  to  lose  him. 

I  only  had  him  a  little  while,  but  he  was 
wonderful.  As  long  as  I  live,  111  know 
that  my  son  was  at  peace.  He  didn’t 
have  to  suffer.  The  doctors  came  in 
and  said,  "Do  you  want  to  put  him  on 
life  support?"  I  said,  "It  won’t  bring 
him  back.  I  wantto  let  him  go.” 

what  was  Steven’s  reaction  when 
you  told  him  Lyndon  was  his  father? 

Oh,  he  was  hurt,  and  he  cried.  He 
couldn’t  imagine  why  I’d  lied  to  him 
I  deprived  him  of  a  lot  ofthings,  I 
guess,  but  it  was  because  I  was  afraid 
he'd  say  something  and  we’d  both 
beintrouble.  Later  he  saw  that.  But 
he  was  ang  ry  at  the  estate  for  not 
recognizing  him.  And  he  thought 
Lyndon  should  have  married  me. 

Do  you  date  at  all? 

I  have  a  doctor  friend,  and  then  I  have 
a  lawyer.  I've  had  male  friends  since 
Lyndon.  As  I  told  Steven,  "My  needs 
are  ta  ken  care  of,  a  nd  I’m  quite  ha  ppy.” 

You*ve  had  a  good  life. 

I've  had  an  interesti ng  I ife,  done  some 
big  things.  And  I’ve  enjoyed

How  veterans  are  securing  their  future  with  sustainable  agriculture.

On  an  early  morning 
train  from  San 
Antonio  to  Los 
Angeles  in  spring 
2012,  Reagan  Clark 
took  a  leap  of  faith. 

He  spent  six  weeks  at  Archi's  Acres,  an 
organic  farm  in  Escondido,  California, 
which  is  also  home  tothe  Veterans 
Sustainable  Agriculture  Training 
(VS AT)  program.  Clark  learned  farm- 
i  ng  practices  and  how  to  create  and 
maintain  an  agribusiness,  while  also 
coming  to  terms  with  his  past. 

When  he  was  growing  up  in  the 
Texas  panhandle,  Clark  says,  no  one 
knew  anything  about  organic  pro¬ 
duce  and  the  health  benefits  of  clean 
living,  "Nobody  knew  about  GMOs 
or  pesticides,"  hetells  us.  "We  were 
completely  naive.  I  endured  what 
our  industrial  food  model  can  do  to 
human  health." 

Clark  joined  the  Marinesout  of  high 
school  and  was  stationed  at  Camp 
Pendleton,  California,  through  the 
late  1990s.  He  deployed  to  the  Persian 
Gulf  in  support  of  stability  operations 
in  the  region,  performing  logistics 
aboard  the  USS  Essex,  a  mini  carrier 
for  H  arrier  jets,  hel  icopters,  and 
amphibious  assault  craft.  Following 
his  service,  Clark  struggled  with 
obesity,  which  was  exacerbated  by 
service-connected  disabilities  HeJs 
now  a  lean  180  pounds,  but  he  spent 
many  years  closerto  300.  He  attrib¬ 
utes  his  recovery  to  going  organic  and 
seeking  holistic  medicine.  His  doctor 
in  Dallas  helped  him  identify  a  num¬ 
ber  of  food  allergies  and  treated  him 


for  heavy-metal  toxicity  acquired 
from  exposure  to  depleted  uranium 
C  lark  became  very  critica  I  of  food 
ingredients  and  eliminated  adulter¬ 
ants  from  his  diet.  He  also  examined 
the  global  supply  chain,  learning  how 
food  makes  it  into  the  marketplace. 

”1  was  interested  in  intentional 
communities,1’  says  Clark,  who  had 
interned  at  Factor  e  Farm,  outside 
Kansas  City,  Missouri,  the  testing 
ground  for  a  set  of  sustainability- 
minded  machines  called  the  Global 
Village  Construction  Set.  Clark  then 
worked  temporarily  at  an  eco-village 
in  Ohio,  where  he  saw  the  recession's 
impact  on  the  Rust  Belt.  'There  was 
no  rea  I  economic  activity,”  he  says. 
“People  wou  Id  just  sit  on  t  he  front 
porch  dri  nking  forties" 

Clark  s  hunger  for  achievement 
remained  unsatisfied  until,  back  in 
Texas,  a  Department  of  Veterans 
Affairs  vocationa  l-rehabilitation 
specialist  told  hi  m  a  bout  VSAT. 
Through  a  Disabled  American 
Veterans  grant,  Clark  was  able  to 
offset  the  full  $4,500  tuition.  A 
friend  even  spotted  him  train  fare 
for  the  1500-mile  trip  from  Dallas 
to  California. 

Former  Marine  Corps  Sergeant 
Colin  Archipley  and  his  wife,  Karen— 
who  began  the  VSAT  program  on 
thei  r  farm  to  provide  job  skills  to 
veterans-also  helped  Clark  and 
other  vets  find  peace  of  mind. 

"It  gets  exhausting  dealing  with 
hypervigilance,"  says  Clark,  talking 
about  his  post-traumatic  stress 
disorder.  "Living  inthe  moment 
becomes  critical  to  mental  health  " 

Archipley,  who  deployed  to  Iraq 
three  times  and  believes  there's 
therapeutic  value  in  working  with 
one  s  hands,  iooks  at  it  a  little  differ¬ 
ently.  but  agrees  with  Clark,  saying, 
“Who  wants  to  come  back  from 
Afghani  stan  a  nd  be  a  secu  rity  gua  rd?JJ 

VSAT  is  no  cakewalk,  though. 

The  program  isthe  equivalent  of  a 
full-time  job,  ru  nning  from  eig  ht  to 
five,  Monday  through  Friday,  and 
covers  organic  methods,  hydro¬ 
ponics,  greenhouse  production, 
irrigation,  installation,  sales,  owner¬ 
ship,  and  management.  The  robust 
curriculum— three  courses  in  agribusi¬ 
ness  and  food-industry  management 
and  three  more  in  plant  science  or 
agricultural  science— is  worth  17 
credits  at  California  State  Polytech¬ 
nic  Un i versity,  in  nearby  Pomona . 
Students  have  daily  homework 
and  must  complete  and  present  a 
business  plan,  in  addition  to  passing  a 
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final  exam  with  at  least  an  80. 

Whether  or  not  the  veteran  appl  ies 
the  training  to  a  college  degree, 

VSAT  is  the  same  cost  and  duration. 
“A  lotof  people  aren’t  here  forthe 
credits;"  says  Karen  Archipley,  who 
conducts  transition-readiness  sem¬ 
inars  on  the  local  Marine  Corps 
installationsat  Camp  Pendleton  and 
Miramar,  “They're  here  because  they 
need  to  feed  their  families  and  be 
employed  after  leaving  the  military/' 
Less  tha  n  two  percent  of  veterans 
worked  in  agriculture  in  2013,  while  71 
percent  worked  in  the  private  sector 
and  20  percent  for  governments. 
Participation  i  n  VSAT  has  g  rown  over 
eight  years  of  business,  but  rrwe  still 
have  a  lot  more  opportunities  than  we 
do  graduates  ” 

The  Department  of  Labor  esti¬ 
mates  that  IS-  to  24-year-old  vets 
experience  unemployment  at  21 
percent— three  times  the  national 
average.  Clark  hopes  folks  in  that 
situation  can  get  linked  up  with 
VSAT,  or  with  another  Department 
of  Agriculture-endorsed  school. 

Clark  also  believes  that  employment 
problems  in  agribusiness  stem  from 
scale  of  production.  “Giving  back 
the  means  of  production  to  the 
loca I  level "  Cla rk  says,  will  remove 
barriers  to  entry  and  provide  access 
to  resources.  "It's  actually  more 
expensive  to  do  industrial  agriculture 
than  it  is  to  do  organic/'  Clark  says. 
“The  difference— Big  Ag  is  subsidized. 
When  they  drive  the  price  down,  it 
makes  organic  produce  artificially 
scarce.”  This  increases  the  price, 
resulting  in  a  stratified  market  where 
organic  is  too  expensive  for  most 
people.  Inthe2014  Farm  Bill,  only 
about  $170  mill  ion  (one  fifth  of  one 
percent)  of  a  $98  billion  budget  for 
agricultural  production  went  toward 
organic  farming. 

That  bill  does,  however,  offer  new 
loans,  specifically  for  veteran  farmers, 
through  the  USDA’s  Farm  Service 
Agency.  "Being  a  VSAT  alumni  is 
something  to  be  proud  of”  Colin 
Archipley  says.  "You  can  take  you  r 
certificate  to  a  lender  and  they  see 
that  as,  This  is  somebody  we  feel 
comfortable  making  a  farm  loan 
to/  ”  Archlpley's  program,  which  he 
calls  an  "entrepreneurial  incubator,” 
even  offers  one  yea  r  fol  low-up  for 
business/employment  opportunities. 

On  the  University  of  Oregon's 
Urban  Farm,  a  two-acre  riverfront 
patch  nearthe  Eugene  campus,  Clark 
is  surrounded  by  tomatoes,  spinach, 
lettuce,  kale,  and  carrots.  As  a  student

of  environmental  science,  this  is  his 
classroom.  Adjusting  a  straw  hat 
and  lifting  the  lid  from  a  white  five- 
gallon  bucket,  Clark  reveals  a  murky 
compost  slurry  that's  feeding  into  a 
pump.  "Ifsgot  what  plantscrave,”  he 
jokes— a  nod  to  Texa  n  film  maker  M  ike 
Judge's  satire  t  dice  racy . 

in  2013,  Clark  moved  to  Eugene, 
having  heard  great  things  about  the 
sustainable-agriculture  community 
there.  He  also  met  his  future  spouse, 
with  whom  he  partnered  for  activism 
related  to  homeless  veterans.  Clark 
would  show  up  at  city  parks  after 
midnight,  getting  between  police 
and  white-bearded  veterans  on  the 
verge  of  being  ticketed.  He  worked 
to  unite  severe  I  ta  mps  of  homeless 
vets  so  that  their  voices  cou  Id  be 
heard  by  local  officials.  Clark  now 
runs  his  own  greenhouse,  employing 
local  veterans. 

Clark  hopes  to  expand  his  opera¬ 
tion  until  it  resembles  Archi's  Acres, 
orgrows  even  more  than  that.  And  he 
wants  it  to  be  open-source.  “That's 
been  my  mission  sincethe  beginning,” 

Clark  says.  "Giving  peoplethe  means 
of  production /,{^i

kill  things:  ducks,  geese.,  fish,  deer, 
wild  pigs.  Then  I  clean,  butcher,  and  cook 
1  for  my  family.  Last  New  Year's  Eve,  our 
clan  noshed  on  a  tasty  pan-seared  venison 
backstrap  with  Cumberland  sauce  The 
whole  house  was  filled  with  that  aroma. 

You  know  the  smell:  Something’s  cooking, 
a  nd  it's  gon  na  be  good. 


Today,  we're  hunting  black-tailed 
deer,  The  Pacific  ghost.  These  elusive 
creaturescan  be  found  only  along  the 
coasta  I  reg  ions  from  southeast  A  laska 
to  Monterey,  California.  They  thrive  In 
thick  brush  and  dense  forests,  which 
allowthem  to  move  unseen,  giving 
them  a  wel  l-ea  rned  reputation  for 
being  difficult  to  hunt. 

The  ranch  where  we're  hunting, 


a  sprawling,  1,500-acre  rural  dairy 
operation,  is  located  north  of  San 
Francisco.  Shin-high,  dry  brown  grass 
blankets  a  rolling  sea  of  steep  hills. 
One  hill  is  connected  to  the  next  by  a 
deep,  tree -encrusted  ravine  packed 
with  nasty  briars,  scrub  brush,  and 
poison  oak.  Keene  calls  out  to  his  dog, 
"Get  ’em  up,  RoscoeJ  Get  a  buck!" 

A  plumber  by  trade,  Keene's  been 
hunting  fordecades,  and  it  looks 
good  on  him.  He  could  pass  for  40, 
but  he’s  pushing  85. 

“Let  s  go,  Roscoe.  Get  the  buck!" 
shouts  Dryden,  keeping  the  call-and- 
response  going.  He’s24  yearsold, 
and  finishing  his  master's  degree  in 
wildlife  biology.  He's  been  a  hard-core 
duck  hunter  since  histeens,  but  this  is 


only  his  second  deer  season. 

He  hasn't  dropped  one  yet. 

Our  job  is  to  push  up  the  ravine, 
almost  a  mile,  to  the  top.  Outsidethe 
rugged  gulch,  fou r  shooters  with  rifles 
are  spread  across  the  ridgeline.  Inside, 
where  we  are,  the  light  has  dimmed  to 
a  cool  blue  twilight.  We're  focused  on 
holding  a  line,  stretched  out  an  equal 
distance  apart,  busting  uphill  through 
the  almost  solid  undergrowth,  side¬ 
stepping  badger  holes  and  crashing 
through  thickets  of  poison  oak 

Theguysonthe  ridge  are  toting 
rifles  with  scopes,  perfect  for  400- 
ya  rd  shots.  Working  the  drive.  I’ve 
got  my  trusty  Remington  870.  This 
12-gauge  pump-action  shotgun  is  my 
duck-hunting  favorite.  I've  beaten 
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the  crap  out  of  the  beast,  and  she  still 
performs.  But  for  brushing  deer,  I've 
switched  out  the  waterfowl  barrel  for 
a  much  shorter  slug  barrel.  It's  easier 
to  swing  in  dense  vegetation,  and  the 
open  sights  are  more  suited  to  aiming 
at  ghosts  darting  through  trees. 

"Coming  outr  Dryden  shouts. 
Looking  uphill  through  the  dense 
trees,  I  see  the  deer  steaming  toward 
me.  I  mount  my  gun,  stockto  cheek 
and  shoulder,  smooth  and  easy.  The 
deer  sees  me  and  brea  ks  towa  rd 
Dryden,  She  has  no  antlers. 

"Doe!  DoeJ  Doe!”  I  yell  as  loud  as 
I  can.  The  brief  seconds  of  tension 
q  uick  ly  fade.  Even  Roscoe  s  its  for  a 
moment.  No  antlers  means  no  shot. 

"Roscoe  will  hump  anything  after 
a  drive,”  Keene  boasts  to  nobody  in 
particular. 

"He  mounted  the  ice  chest  this 
season;"  Dryden  agrees  with  a  laugh. 

The  small  and  agile  Roscoe  is  a 
white-and-brown  smooth  fox  terrier 
that  stands  abouttwo  feet  high  at  the 
shoulder.  There’s  something  primal 
about  a  deer  hunt  that  winds  the 
pooch  up  and  brings  out  the  horny. 

R  ig  ht  now,  Roscoe  is  in  the  zone, 
working  beautifully,  with  no  sign  of 
fatigue.  But  afterthe  hunt,  when  we're 
back  at  camp— watch  out. 

Humans  and  canines  have  been 
hunting  partners  for  thousands  of 
years.  Look  to  the  nig  ht  sky  for  the 
constellation  Orion,  the  Hunter,  and 
you’ll  find  his  dog  Sirius,  the  brightest 
star  visible.  The  domestic  dog  is  a 
distant  relative  of  the  ancient  wolves 
that  aided  early  man  in  the  pursuit 
of  big  game.  There’san  ethos  called 
"fair  chase”  that  cha  I  lenges  hu  nters 
to  behave  in  a  way  that  will  bring  no 
dishonor  to  the  hunter,  the  hunted, 
or  the  environment.  Foranyone  who 
believes  hunting  isn't  fairchase.know 
this:  The  dog  lovesto  hunt.  Whether 
it's  a  chocolate  lab  retrieving  ducks, 
or  an  English  pointer  standing  statue- 
still  20  feet  from  a  cock  pheasa nt, 
dogs  dig  the  excitement.  Roscoe  is  no 
exception.  He  doesn’t  actually  chase 
deer.  He  simply  does  his  best  to  flush 
them  out,  Roscoe  provides  fleet  legs 
and  sta  mina  that  we  mere  morta  Is 
can’t  possibly  match,  filling  thegaps 
in  our  ragged  line  as  we  march  uphill. 
Meat  eaters  who  da  im  hunting  i  snJt 
fair  chase  should  learn  what  a  knock 
box  is  at  the  slaughterhouse. 

The  briar  patch  directly  in  front  of  me 
explodes.  A  blur  of  hooves  and  antlers 
leaps  up  and  bolts  past  me,  sprinting

downhill  full-throttle.  I  don't  have  time 
to  get  my  gun  up  The  only  thing  I  can 
do  is  yell,  "Rack!  Rack!” 

Dryden  is  off  left,  40  yards  away, 
when  the  buckchanges  course  and 
cuts  sideways  through  the  ravine.  I 
can  see  the  distinctive  blacktail  bob¬ 
bing  up  and  down  as  the  deer  bounds 
between  the  trees,  stra  ig  ht  to  Dryden, 
A  difficult,  head-on  running  shot. 

His  first  round  goes  high.  The  buck 
cuts  back  downhill,  offering  a  classic 
broadside  presentation  for  Dryden.  I 
can  see  him,  leaning  forward  into  his 
shotgun,  swinging  the  barrel. 

His  second  rou  nd  hits  the  sweet 
spot,  behind  the  front  shoulder.  The 
deer  jolts  from  the  impactand  springs 
out  of  sight. 

You  don't  chase  a  shot  animal  right 
away.  Doing  so  will  only  cause  it  to  run 
faster,  harder,  farther  The  seasoned 
hunter  will  mark  the  last  place  he 
orshe  saw  the  buck,  sit  down,  and 
wait— not  an  easy  thing  to  do  when 
everyone's  adrenaline  is  jacked.  The 
threeof  us  huddle  up,  and,  given  the 
placement  of  the  shot,  we  figure  15 
minutes  should  close  the  deal. 

Hunters  are  the  original  locavores, 
eating  organic  long  before  factory 
farms  and  agribusiness  seized  control 
of  ourfood  supply.  No  animal  in  North 
America  has  ever  become  extinct 
because  of  regulated  hunting.  And 
hunters  spend  $377  billion  a  year, 
according  to  the  U. 5.  Fish  and  Wildlife 
Service,  A  significant  portion  of  those 
dollars  pays  for  habitat  restoration, 
wildlife  management,  and  hunter- 
safety  education. 

We  find  the  deer  15  yards  away,  a 
nice,  clean  kill.  Oryden’s  first  buck  is 
a  sweet  three-by-three,  antlers  with 
three  points  on  both  sides.  The  kid 
looks  like  he'll  never  stop  grinning 

It  takes  a  villageto  hunt  these  deer, 
it  al  so  ta  kes  a  vil  lage  to  field  dress 
and  get  one  back  to  camp.

STD  Service  Plans 

How  often  should  men  get  tested  for  STDs  as  a  general  rule? 

Is  it  ne  cessary  if  I  don  ’thave  any  symptoms?  And  where  does 
one  usually  go  to  get  tested? 

Haw  often  you  get  tested,  and  for  which  STDs,  depends  on  your 
gender,  what  you’ve  been  doing,  and  with  whom  you’ve  been 
doing  it.  STDs  don’t  always  cause  obvious  symptoms,  so  you 
should  never  assume  that  you,  or  anyone  else,  are  disease-free 
because  no  symptoms  are  evident.  Recommendations  for  STD 
screening  are  based  on  risk.  Of  course,  symptoms  like  genital 
sores,  rashes,  or  seeping  pus  often  motivate  people  to  get 
tested .  By  that  time,  however,  they  may  have  a  I  ready  passed  on 
the  infection  to  sex  partners. 

The  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  (CDC) 
recommends  screening  men  for  different  STDs,  at  different 
intervals,  depending  on  their  level  of  risk  The  CDC  doesn’t 
frame  it  this  way,  but  I  like  to  think  of  its  screening  guidelines  as 
levels  of  service:  Basic,  Plus,  and  Advanced.  Basic  service  covers 
anyone  whoJs  sexually  active,  but  has  only  one  partner  and 
doesn't  have  sex  without  a  condom.  You  may  need  to  step  up  to 
the  Plus  level  if  you  take  more  risks.  People  who  are  at  especially 
high  risk  for  STDs  need  to  be  on  an  Advanced 
service  plan. 


Basic 

*  Everyone  aged  13  to  64  who  has  ever  had  sex  should  get  tested 
for  HIV  at  least  once. 

*  A  test  for  hepatitis  C  is  recommended  for  everyone  born 
between  1945  and  1965.  The  hepatitis  C  virus  can  be  transmitted 
sexually,  although  it's  rare.  Most  people  with  hepatitis  C  were 
infected  through  blood  transfusions  or  organ  transplants 
pre-1992,  before  donor  blood  and  organs  were  screened  for 
the  virus. 

Plus 

*  You  might  want  to  get  tested  for  STDs  more  often  if  you  have 
had  vaginal,  anal,  or  oral  sex  without  a  condom;  more  than 
one  sex  partner;  used  needles  to  inject  illegal  drugs;  had  sex 
with  someone  who  does  any  of  these  things;  a  new  sex  partner 
whose  sexual  history  and  STD  status  you  don't  know. 

*  If  any  of  these  risks  apply,  you  should  get  tested  for  HIV  at  least 
once  a  year. 

*  If  you  only  have  sex  with  women,  don’t  have  any  symptoms, 
but  are  worried  about  risks  you’ve  taken,  you  may  want  to  get 
tested  for  chlamydia,  gonorrhea,  and  syphilis 

If  you  have  sex  with  men— even  if  you  mainly  have  sex  with 
women  and  you  don’t  i dentify  as  gay  or  bisexual— you  should 
get  tested  for  chlamydia,  gonorrhea,  and  syphilis  at  least  once 
a  year. 

*  Men  who  have  sex  with  men  should  also  get  tested  for  hepatitis 
B,  and  get  the  hepatitis  B  vaccine.

Advanced 

*  Getting  tested  forchlamydia,  gonorrhea,  HIV,  and  syphilis  every 
three  to  six  months  is  recommended  for  men  who  have  sex  with 
men  and  don’t  always  use  condoms,  use  illegal  drugs  (especially 
meth),  or  have  multiple  or  anonymous  sex  partners 

*  ltJseasy  to  find  a  place  togettested.  The  CDC  has  an  online 
search  tool  that  shows  all  the  places  in  your  area  that  do  STD 
testing,  and  lists  specific  testing  services  available  at  each  site. 

J  ust  go  to  H I VTest.CDC.gov/STDTesting .aspx. 

*  Usually  you  can  get  an  HIV  test  any  time  you  see  a  doctor. 

Private  health-insurance  plans  and  those  sold  through  the 
insurance  Marketplaces  must  cover  H I V  screen  ing  for  people 
ages  15  to  65.  If  you  don’t  care  about  paying  out-of-pocket,  you 
could  also  buy  an  over-the-counter  home  HIV  testing  kit 

*  Not  every  doctor’s  office  does  screening  tests  for  chlamydia, 
gonorrhea,  syphilis,  or  hepatitis  B,  but  clinics  that  offer  testing  for 
those  STDs  aren’t  hard  to  find  in  most  areas.  Many  STD  or  family- 
planning  clinics  offerfree  testing,  or  charge  fees  on  a  sliding  scale. 
Nearly  ail  college  student-health  centers  provide  free  or  low-cost 
STD  testing. 

*  For  men  at  higher  risk,  the  law  requires  health  insurance  to  cover 
syphilis  screening  at  no  cost.  Screening  tests  for  other  STDs  may 
al so  be  covered,  but  your  health  insurance  may  charge  a  copay 
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Fronting  the  Grunting
